it was declared, is missing. 
Gustav Gertx, the b an k ’s agent, left 
for bis vacation two weeks ago. and in 
his absence a certain am ount of un­ 
certainty seem s to surround the insti­ 
tution’s search for the stolen bonds. 
Julius 
Goldman, counsel for the 
agency, did all the talking for the 
bank that was done. He expressed the 
positive conviction that the slightest 
suspicion had not been directed to­ 
ward Mr. Gertx, but he confessed th at 
the bank was at a complete loss to 
know where to begin Its investiga­ 
tion. 
Up to Friday afternoon the theft 
bad not been reported to the police 
and it had not been placed in the 
bands ot any private detective bureau. 
Mr. Goldman said that this was be­ 
cause he wanted to find a starting 
point before he intrusted the case to 
any detectives, public or private. At 
the sam e tim e he was asked if any­ 
body was under suspicion and whether 
any one was being watched, but he 
declared that he preferred not to an ­ 
swer.
